We see by our Boston papers that the Ger- 
man Emperor proposes to prohibit all Germans 
from going outside of Germany, except by his 
royal permission, while he in the meantime runs 
over to England to attend the yacht races.

west, we could not go, even if offered a thou- 
sand. 

In regard to writing letters for the press 
and to be read at meetings, we have the same 
difficulty. Some time since we wrote one for 
a New York daily of over five hundred and 
fifty thousand circulation, but felt compelled 
to decline the editor’s kind request to write 
another for the same paper. 

The fact is that, having now reached the age 
of seventy-four, if we are to continue our 
work ten years longer it can only be done by 


taking the greatest care,and the work has 
now become so large and widely extended that 
no small amount of money to be given to it would 
be the slightest compensation for taking any 
risk of ending it.

THE SOMERSWORTH BANK ROBBERY. 
IMPORTANT TO BANKERS AND MANY OTHERS. 


The following, which appeared in the Boston Daily 
Record of April 20, is important to bankers and 
many others throughout our country: 

To the Editor of the Record: 


Kindly permit me to say that the right kind of a 
dog might have prevented the robbery -of the 
Somersworth bank and the murder of its cashier. 

Some years ago I was introduced to the richest 
banker in Ashland, Wisconsin. He was alone in his 
bank. I suggested and urged upon him the impor- 
tance of having in his bank a good revolver and a 
good dog. He did not take my advice. A few 
weeks later men entered his bank, put a revolver 
to his head, robbed his bank, shut him up in his 
own vault, locked the door and the door of the 
bank and escaped. His wife happened to know the 
combination of the lock and his life was saved, 
though when taken out of the vault he was nearly 
dead from suffocation. 

I think the increase of murders and outrages in 
this country, and the use of bicycles by criminals, 
will soon make it necessary for persons in solitary 
and exposed places to keep powerful unmuzzled 
dogs; also for police authorities to employ dogs to 
track and pursue criminals.

AMONG LARGER SUBSCRIPTIONS. 


Among the larger recent subscriptions for 
Our Dumb Animals we are happy to find nearly 
Jive hundred from the city of Rochester, New 
York, and to quote the following from edito- 
rialin The Rochester Daily Herald :

with none whatever.’” 


COLLEGE GRADUATES ON BLACK- 
WELL’S ISLAND. 


The New York Times says there are Jifteen 
college graduates in prison stripes on Blackwell's 
Island. Judging from the accounts of rowdy- 
ism in our American colleges constantly 
coming to our table there ought to be at least 
Jifty college undergraduates there. 


We have in this morning’s paper an account of a 


fight of about 150 freshmen and sophomores on the 
Campus of the University of Pennsylvania, in which 
few escaped bruises, and one Japanese student was 
beaten and trampled into insensibility. 

On the same morning comes to our table, that fen 
yelling Harvard students attacked a Boston policeman 
at about 2.30 A. M., and by the aid of other policemen 
four of them were putin the lock-up—also that at 


Rutgers College, New Brunswick, New Jersey, two 
freshmen, while walking in the evening, were 
seized and gagged by sophomores, and carried off in 
a covered grocery wagon which contained two cans 
of green paint, the sophomores proposing to strip 
the freshmen and cover them with green paint. 

And here is another about Illinois College : 

“ Miss Della Rodenbaugh, in company with a fresh- 
man, was about to enter the hall when chemicals 
were thrown upon them and the young lady will lose 
her eyesight as a result. The sophs were finally dis- 
persed by the fire department, which turned several 
streams of water on them.” 

A good lady told the celebrated Doctor Johnson 
that she could not marry him because one of her 
uncles was hung; to which the Doctor replied, that 
though he was not aware that any of his uncles had 
ever been hung, several of them ought to have been. 

Under our present education the same seems 
likely to be truly said some day of a good many of 
the undergraduates in not a few of our Colleges and 
Universities.

We are astonished at evidence that has re- 
cently come to us in regard to some of the 
girls in one of our most prominent Protestant 
female colleges, who get drunk, use profane 
language and imitate, so far as possible, the 
vices of a similar class of young men in our 
male colleges. It behooves parents to be very 
careful where they send their girls to be edu- 
cated. 


COLLEGE OUTRAGES. 

We learn from Donahoe’s Magazine that there 
are in the United States two hundred and eighteen 
Roman Catholic Universities, Colleges and 
Seminaries, and there has never to our knowl- 
edge been a single case of student outrage or 
rowdyism in a single one of them like those con- 
stantly occurring in our Protestant institutions 
of learning. 


PRINCETON COLLEGE. 


We see in our daily papers that Princeton 
students stole from a great duck farm the 
other night several hundreds of tame ducks 
and drove them into President Cleveland's 
front yard so that he might have the fun of 
shooting them. 

Now [suggesting that it is a question which

Our readers will remember the editorial 
under ‘the above head, which we published 
last month in Our Dumb Animals. We are 
glad to find it republished in full in so influen- 
tial a paper as the Rochester (New York) Daily 
Times, with the following editorial comment: 

“Perhaps Mr. Angell takes an extreme view of 
what would be the ultimate results of such educa- 
tion as he portrays and condemns. But there can 
be no question that its tendency is brutalizing and 
a menace to society. Having lived many years in 
Cleveland, Ohio, we are not prepared to believe 
that its teachers, people or school children are pe- 
culiarly cruel or heartless, yet the limited practice 
of vivisection in the schools of that city have borne 
pernicious fruit. The writer hasona number of occa- 
sions come across in vacant lots the skeletons of frogs as 
they were left by school boys ef Cleveland, tacked to min- 
iature crosses, on which they had doubtless been crucified 
in cruel and sacrilegious sport. 

Vivisection in the schools tends in all such de- 
praved and grewsome directions. It is wholly un- 
necessary and almost worthless as an educational 
expedient. Under humane restrictions vivisection 
may have a place inthe medical college or the lab- 
oratory, but it should be strictly excluded from every 
common school in the United States.”’ 


WHAT OUR GREAT BATTLE AT THE 
STATE HOUSE WAS ABOUT. 

It was called to our attention that tens of 
thousands of dumb animals—([and perhaps 
hundreds of thousands} — whom we are bound 
to protect, were being experimented upon in 
American laboratories. 

So, in behalf of our American Humane Edu- 
cation Society we paid $250 for the best essay 
that could be written in the world against— 
and $250 more for the best essay that could be 
written in favor of vivisection—and then we 
had them bound together, and sent them out 
by thousands to all the physicians of Massachu- 
setts—and many elsewhere. 

Then we were told that thousands of these 
creatures had been and were being experi- 
mented upon in our own State of Massachu- 
setts; and we learned from an address given 
by perhaps the most eminent surgeon in New Eng- 
land, Dr. Henry J. Bigelow, before the Massa- 
chusetts Medical Society, that this experi- 
mentation was terribly cruel—and that no 
important useful fact had ever come from it 
by experiments in Massachusetts — and that it 
ought to be prohibited by law. 

Then we went up to the State House and 
asked simply and only that some respectable phy- 
sician or physicians, graduate or graduates of a 
reputable Massachusetts Medical College, should 
be permitted, in our behalf, to be present in 
the laboratories of these vivisectors, simply to 
see and inform us whether the laws of Massachu- 
setts for the protection of animals, which it was 
our duty to enforce, were being violated. 

As the readers of our paper know—nothing 
we have ever undertaken at the State House 
has brought down upon us such a tremendous 
battle. We think every member of the Legis- 
lature was lobbied—eminent counsel were em- 
ployed to fight us—pamphlets and tracts were 
sent out widely over our city and State—the 
President of Harvard University, with a great 
staff of helpers, appeared against us at the hear- 
ings, and }@™= Harvard University paid the bills 
—and not content with beating us at the State 
House, and shutting out any physician who 
might sympathize with us from admittance to 
any of these laboratories [where, so far as we 
have been informed, there has never been discovered 


a single new fact of any use to humanity], these 
vivisectors have been since most earnestly at 
work to punish us for having dared to attempt to 
make an investigation—by endeavoring to pre- 
vent our Societies from receiving any more 
gifts to aid us in the protection of dumb ani- 
mals from cruelty. It has been a great and

PREMATURE BURIALS.

Col. Vollum writes that there is a medical 
commission on the subject now in session at 
Turin, Italy, ‘‘ on account of some living burials 
and narrow escapes in high quarters not long 
since,” also that the Czar of Russia and His 
Highness Count Karnice, the Czar's Chamberlain, 
are taking much interest in the subject.

THE ANGELUS BIRD. 

When traveling in the forests of Guiana and 
Paraguay, it is not uncommon to meet witha 
bird whose music greatly resembles that of an 
Angelus bell when heard from a distance. 
The Spaniards call this singular bird a bell- 
ringer, though it may be still more appropri- 
ately designated as the Angelus bird, for, like 
the Angelus bell, it is heard three times a day, 
morning, noon, and night. Its song, which 
defies all description, consists of sounds like 
the strokes of a bell, succeeding one another 
every two or three minutes, so clearly and in 
such a resonant manner, that the listener, if a 
stranger, imagines himself to be near a chapel 
orconvent. But it turns out that the forest 
is the chapel, and the bell a bird. 

The beauty of the Angelus bird is equal to 
his talent; he is as large as a jay, and as white 
as snow, besides being graceful in form and 
swift in motion. But the most curious orna- 
ment of the Angelus bird is the tuft of black, 
arched feathers on its beautiful head; it is of 
conical shape and about four inches in length.

OUR MASSACHUSETTS LAW. 
Relating to Vivisection in the Public Schools. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa. 
tives in General Court assembled, and by the authority of 
the same, as follows : 

SECTION 1. No teacher or other person employed 
in any public school of this Commonwealth shall in 
the presence of any scholar, in said school, or any 
child or minor there present, practice vivisection, 
nor, in such presence, exhibit any animal upon 
which vivisection has been practised. 

SrEcT. 2. Dissection of dead animals, or any por- 
tions thereof, in the public schools of this Common- 
wealth, in no instance shall be for the purpose of 
exhibition, but, in every case, shall be confined to 
the class-room and the presence of those pupils 
engaged in that study to be illustrated by such dis- 
section. 

Sect. 3. Any person violating the provisions of 
this act shall be punished by a /ine of not less than 
ten nor more than fi/ty dollars. 

SrctT.4. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

(The following has been recently added to our 
Autobiographical Sketches.] 

As this book made up to 1892 is quite large 
enough we cannot add another fifty pages to 
bring it up to 1897, but will simply say that 
the past five years have witnessed a wonderful 
growth of our work. 

Our ‘‘ Bands of Mercy” have grown from 
over eleven thousand to over twenty-eight thousand 
with well up toward two millions of members. 

The circulation of ‘‘Black Beauty” in our 
own and European, and several Asiatic lan- 
guages,is now probably over two millions copies— 
our prize story ‘* Beautiful Joe” over two hun- 
dred thousand copies—our various other prize 
stories and new publications hundreds of thous- 
ands more—our offers for prize stories, essays, 
plans and evidence to convict too numerous to 
mention —‘*Our Dumb Animals” sent every 
month to [among others] not only nearly all 
professional men and a multitude of others in 
our Own State, but also to all members of 
Congress, and every month to all Presidents of 
American Universities and Colleges and all 
newspapers and magazines in North America 
north of Mexico. 

Any one who will undertake to read our 
annual reports of the last five years, published 
in each May number of **Our Dumb Animals,” 
and the reports of the missionaries of our 
American Humane Education Society North, 
South, East and West, will get a birds’ eye 
view of a growth which to properly estimate 
would require the reading of our paper from 
January, 1892, tothe date of this writing, May, 
1897. 

Four times our life has come near ending — 
twice by drowning — once by the falling of a 
heavy block of ice from a high building — and 
last in January, 1894, by double pneumonia, 
from which the eminent specialist called in 
consultation declared that our recovery was be- 
yond hope. 

The following,which appeared in March, 1894, 
‘Our Dumb Animals” while we were still un- 
able to leave our home, tells the story: 


MR. ANGELL’S SICKNESS. 


The following, dictated by Mr. Angell, has 
been sent to various corresponding friends: 


THE VALLEY OF THE SHADOW OF DEATH. 


Since last addressing our kind friends we 
have passed through the valley of the shadow 
of death, and but for the Infinite Goodness, 
would now be lying beneath the turf on a little 
hillside of Mount Auburn. 

On January 6th, out of a perfectly clear sky 
of unusual good health, suddenly came upon 
us, without warning, like a black cyclone, ‘‘the 
grippe,” and in a few hours, bereft of reason, 
attacked by pneumonia in both lungs, under 
the care of two physicians who thought our 
case almost hopeless, we lay panting and 
struggling for breath and life. 

Our life has been spared, for how much 
longer we cannot tell, to carry on the battle to 
which it is gladly devoted. 

We recognize that it is largely a battle of 
this world, to be fought as heretofore with 
worldly weapons, but if our friends should at 
any time hereafter sometimes think that our 
armor seems to resemble in some respects, 
somewhat more than heretofore, the panoply 
of a higher existence, they may know that 
through the long days and nights, when our

I have never seen a Mexi- 
can gentleman fail to give 
his seat to a woman, 
whether she was richly 
or poorly dressed.— Rural 
Home.
